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FIRES HOT SHOT AT 


EVILS IN NATION 


Rev. 
Samuel Wagenhals Preaches on 


the Sins of Frenzied Financiers 


and Their Works of Iniquity. 


FORT WAYNE 


In the course of a stirring Thanks- 


giving sermon at Christ's Lutheran 
church today. Rev. Dr. Samuel Wagen- 
hals, of 
Trinity Lutheran 
church, 


handled some of the great moral 
questions of the day with ungloved 


] 
hands. He commended the awakened 
attitude of the American people to- 
ward these vital .issues, among them 
the attempt to curb the power of the 
gigantic corporations and the demand 
for a common honesty in dealing with 
public and private affairs. 


Dr. Wagenhals charged the finan- 


cial flurry to unscrupulous men of 
wealth and he warmly defended Presi- 
dent Roosevelt against the Insinua- 
tion that he is responsible for some 
of its lamentable features. The pro- 
gress of public sentiment against in- 
temperance 
was cited 
as another 


cause for thanksgiving, and getting 
down to local conditions Dr. Wagen- 
hals vigorously condemned the recent 
resolutions of the German Alliance in 
assuming to speak for some of the 
clergy and churches of Fort Wayne 
as standing for contempt of law. 


The text was from Psalm 147:30: 


"He hath not dealt so with any na- 
tion." 
Attention was directed to the 


lofty strain of praise 
that 
swept 


through this psalm ascribing to the 
God of Israel the sovereignty, wts- 
:r' 
dom, goodness and mercy that is man- 
ifested1 everywhere in the kingdoms 
of nature and grace. The divine favor 
toward Israel was not due to their su- 
periority or to God's partiality. They 
were blessed and enlarged because of 
their mission in bearing and extend- 
ing the principles of the kingdom of 
God on earth. 
Israel's national ex- 


istence ceased when she refused to 


/ 
be the instrument for the develop- 
ment of this spiritual kingdom when 
It reached the point at which 


ALLIANCE IS HIT 


to be no longer distinctively Jewish, 
but universal. 
Israel's history has 


often been 
paralleled 
during the 


Christian era. 


God has also chosen our nation to 


maintain and spread the principles of 
his kingdom. It becomes us on a day 
like this to consider whether we are 
faithful to our trust and' may still 
hope for the preservation of our in- 
stitutions with their attendant bless- 
ings. 


Reference was made to the abund- 


ance of the fruits of the earth and 
the products ot our factories. 
The 


soil has yielded us in money values 
seven billions and our industries three 
times that amount. These call for 
profound gratitude. 


Some Remarkable Changes. 


Speaking of other causes for thanks- 


giving the preacher said: 


"Within the year past there have 


been remarkable changes in the atti- 
tude of the American people towards 
some of the fundamental moral prob- 
lems of the nation. 
Every patriotic 


and upright citizen must rejoice in the 
present day tendency to insist on com- 
mon honesty and fair dealing on the 
part of those who have been using the 
power of great corporations with bold 
defiance and contempt of law, In order 
to monopolize the sources and dis- 
tribution of wealth. 
Two years ago 


no one but the criminals themselves 
knew of the rottenness that was fest- 
ering In many of our most powerful 
corporations. 
Wo know now how 


millions of dollars that belonged to 
policy holders were appropriated by 
the managers and clerks of great In- 
surance companies. 
We know now 


how the trusts and combines to which 
the 
people looked for 
wholesome

MURDERED WIFE AND 


THEN LEAPED TO 


HISJEATH 


New York Business Man 


Plunged Down Nine 


Stories to Earth. 


New York, Nov. 2fc—John Whitley, 


one of the leading dealers in stoves, 
ranges and house heating apparatus 
In Brooklyn, and vice president ot 
the Reliance Ball Bearing Door Hang- 
er company, killed his wife with two 
pistol shots early today as she lay 
sleeping in her room on the ninth 
floor of the Hotel Belleclalre, Broad- 
way and Seventy-seventh street, Man- 
hattan. Whitley then leaped from the 
window Into the street, being killed 
instantly by the fall. Whitley was 60 
years old and his wife 38. They had 
a home in a fashionable section in 
Brooklyn, but had been living tem- 
porarily at the Belleclaire. 


No motive for the murder and sui- 


cide could he discovered! but financial 
troubles are surmised. In the room 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Whitley 
was found a ch.eck book on the Frank- 
lin Trust company showing that all 
the 
funds 
were 
exhausted. 
The 


couple had always lived lavishly. 


A cab driver who saw 
Whitley's 


body, dressed only in pajamas, lying 
on the sidewalk, gave the first notice 
of the tragedy. Search of his apart- 
ments revealed the body of Mrs. Whit- 
ley stretched on the bed wijji two bul- 
let holes through her head. 
She had 


evidently been shot while asleep. 


After the shooting Whiuey appar 


ently had tried to write a note of ex- 
planation. 
On the dresser was found 


a blood stained 
envelope on which 


had been nervously scrawled: 


"I can't write. 
(Signed) 
John." 


From the appearance of the rooms 


it is 
believed that 
Whitley, after 


shooting his wife, attempted to send 
a bullet through his own brain, using 
a hand mirror to aid him In directing 
its course, but at the last minute 
lost his nerve and chose death in a 
dive to the street. 


A great deal of valuable jewelry 


was found In the apartments. In the 
suicide's pocket was a card saying: 
• "In case of accident, notify Mrs 
E. Logan, 347 Eighteenth avenue 
Brooklyn." 
Letters written last summer and 


signed by J. F. Bryant, of Phlladel 
phla, indicated that Whitley had been 
Investing In mining stocks and show 
ed no losses of consequence. 


The management of the Belleclaire 


said Whitley for several weeks had 
been under the care of a physician 
because of extreme nervousness, evi 
dently caused by worry.

Men Meet Awful Fate in Flames 
That Destroy Kansas City Rooming 


House—Gas Explosion Cause. 


Kansas City. Nov. 28.—Seven men ! 


ire dead and two fatally injured as 
he result of a fire in a two story 
rick rooming house at 1102 Union 


avenue, caused by an explosion of gas 
at an early hour this morning. 


The seven victims of the disaster 


were burned beyond recognition and 
t Is doubtful whether their identity 
will ever be established. 
The room- 


ng house was patronized by transient 
white railroad laborers and as the 
proprietor, Edward 
O'Connell, kept 


no register, he knew neither 
the 


names of his guests nor the number 
of persons in the place. O'Connell 
said that his house would accommo- 
date 200 men, but that he did not be- 
leve there were more than fifty in 
.he rooms when the explosion occur- 
red. 


Guert Lighted a Match. 


The explosion Is believed to have 


been caused by a guest who lighted a 
match In a room where gas had been 
escaping. The fire alarm was turned 
n by postal clerks at the Union rail- 
road station, who heard the explosion, 
although they were three blocks from 
Jie scene. When the firemen arrived 
the flames were burning so fiercely 
and the heat was so Intense that they 
found the work of fire fighting very

Rev. William H. Wilson, pastor of 


Westminster 'Presbyterian church, de- 
livered the sermon at the union serv- 
:ce held at the Wayne Street Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, and assisting 
n various portions of 
the 
service 


were Rev. Frank Lenlg, Rev. J. F. 
Vlchert, Rev. R. L. Semans, Rev. Ray 
O. Miller and Rev. C. U. Wade. . 


"The Doctrine of Nevertheless" was 


ihe theme of Rev. Mr. Wilson's ad- 
dress. In opening his discourse the 
minister referred to the auspicious- 
ness of the occasion which brought so 
many hearts together In the spirit .of 
thanksgiving for the bounty of their 
common Lord, and said that his deep 
desire was to give voice to that which 
Inspired every soul. It Is a day for 
cheerful worship and gratitude; for 
friendly Intercourse with those we 
love; a time for the receiving of the 
gifts of God with a good spirit and 
the distribution gladly of 
creature 


comforts to others; a day when, ac- 
cording to the venerable custom of 
our ancestors, we are joyously thank- 
ful. 
This, not 
for

plenty alone, but when we seek to 
understand the deeper meaning of the 
abounding goodness of God and to dis- 
cern that the way he has led us Is 
"the right way." 


The Doctrine of Nevertheless. 


We might call this the doctrine of 


nevertheless, a doctrine 
which, al- 


though unwritten in church deliver- 
ances or creedal statements, is still 
one that all would accept as the true 
spirit of thankfulness; truly catholic, 
always believed :.nd everywhere ac- 
cepted. 


The Psalmist voiced this sentiment 


in the words: 
"Nevertheless I am 


continually 
with 
thee; 
thou 
hast 


holden my right hand. Thou 
wilt 


guide, me with thy counsel, and after- 
ward receive me to glory." 
Let us 


Justify the message to men today. The 
first thing which Impresses us is, nev- 
ertheless a good Providence overrules. 
By the country side lies the field of 
winter wheat gloriously robed in green 
against the gorgeous 
tints 
of au- 


tumn's browns, golden yellows and 
reds in trees a«d shrubs. Wondrous 
for beauty as the painting of the hand 
of God. In another day the mantle of 
snow will cover it and the frost nip 
the stock to the cold earth. Neverthe- 
less, spring will bring life and verdure 
again! 
Tis thus the joy of harvest Is—a 


resurrection joy.

Rev. 
Dr. Sell on Struggle for 


Religious and Political 


Freedom. 


In his sermon at Grace Reformed 


church today. Rev. Dr. Henry T. Sell, 
pastor 
of 
Plymouth Congregation- 


al church, chose for his theme "The 
Battle ot the Puritan," and declared 
that whatever of religious and politi- 
cal freedom we enjoy today is due to 
Jie struggle of those pioneer people. 
In part Rev. Dr. Sell said: 


"This day is not only one of thanks- 


giving for tho mercies of the past 
year but a commemoration of the prin- 
ciples and works of the Puritan. With 
the receding tide of material prosper- 
ity In full view before us, it Is well 
to take a look at a class of men who 
voluntarily renounce so many of the 
good things of life for the sake of 
certain great ideals. The name, Puri- 
tan, was given In scorn; it Is still so 
used. But the man who now so uses 
this word wears sober garments and 
cuts-his hair short after the fashion 
set by the man he despises and for 
which he was dubbed a Roundhead. 
This scorner lives under the govern- 
ment and laws, which can be traced 
directly back to the Pilgrims. 


This new type of man, fighting a 


new battle, appeared In the reign, of 
King Henry VIII, of England. 
The 


immediate cause of this man's appear- 
ance was the action of the king, who 
broke with the old church because it 
would not grant him a. divorce from 
Queen Catherine, to marry Annie 
Boleyn. But he did not .stop there. 
Before he got through he had married 
six wives In succession. Not content 
with breaking with the old church he 
declared himself to be the infallible 
head of the church in England, and in 
hundreds of the parishes he appoint- 
ed ministers—many of them dissolute 
—after his own sort. 
To dissent 


from the appointments or refuse to 
pay the church taxes meant confisca- 
tion of goods and death for the dls 
senter. 


"This was the situation when the 


Puritan arose with his declaration to 
do battle against this state of affairs. 
It had been the custom, during the 
middle ages and just before this time, 
that when a man found things going 
too much against his conscience, to 
renounce his worldly goods and retire 
to a monastery, there to spend his 
days in silent meditation and prayer. 
The Puritan, however, was of a dif- 
ferent sort, he read his bible to find 
out what was God's will; he prayed 
that ho might do God's will; then he 
went out to answer 1.1s own prayer. 
He believed that he was the agent 
of God. He has been called stern, un 
relenting and hard, but when a man 
takes a course of action which will 
result in tho possible taking away of 
all his property and the loss of his 
head he has to have something of tho 
granite rock In his make up. Men of 
today, who KO to church or stay away 
pay or not pay to Its support, as f.hey

tage," and his text was Ps. 33:12— 
'Happy Is the nation whose God 1

In part Rev. Shamhar 


said:

sally conceded at that period. When 
Spain planted her colonies 
on the 


mainland and won her golden spc!!* 
purchased with the blood of extermi- 
nated Indian tribes, she was at the 
zenith of her 
power and dictated 


terms and laws to the whole civilized 
world so called. But she has Ignobly 
failed. In the midst of this corporate 
and conscienceless haste to become 
rich, there were notable exceptions to 
the rule; and to these Pilgrims with 
the blood of the Normans and Saxons 
and Britons rich in their veins, "the 
sun of truth had risen" and was now 
breaking through tho thick mists of 
idolatry, superstition, bigotry, and ig- 
norance, that had so long prevailed 
In the nation and all the rest of the 
world, and, climbing the sky, gave 
promise of a high noon tide, ere long, 
when all should know, believe, and 
become obedient to Its behests. From 
these sturdy days in the dawning of 
our national life we have inherited this 
Thanksgiving day, 
and 
devoutly 


should we appear before our Father 
and acknowledge all his benefits. This 
year, perhaps, some come with sad 
hearts to this day. The heroic Crom- 
well once called upon his chaplain to 
give thanks, who, replying, said: "My 
Lord, for what shall 1 give thanks?

Russians Expect War With 


Mikado—Taft Making 


All Haste Home. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 28.—As a re- 


sult of the fact that Washington has 
cabled Secretary Taft requesting him 
to hasten his return to the United 
States, the secretary, who Is coming 
across tho trans-Siberian railroad and 
Is due at. Moscow next Saturday, has 
sent 
a 
telegram 
to Montgomery 


Schuyler, jr.. the American 
charge 


d'affaires, asking him If possible to 
arrange the audience with Emperor 
Nicholas so as to enable Mr. Taft to 
leave St. Petersburg the afternoon of 
December 4th Instead of the night of 
December 5th, as provided for in the 
original schedule. 
Mr. Taft says he 


must catch the 
steamer President. 


Grant, which will sail from Hamburg 
December 7th. and that If he leaves 
St. Petersburg on the 5th even the 
closest connections will make It hardly 
possible for him to get to Hamburg 
in -time. 


Tho visit of Secretary 
Taft 
has 


given an Impetus to the stream of Rus- 
sians who come to the American em- 
bassy to volunteer their services for 
the supposedly impending Japanese- 
American war. This idea has gotten 
such a hold on the people that some 
officers have even taken steps to or- 
ganize companies of volunteers. 
Mr. 


Schuyler is resorting to the Russian 
press to deny the possibility ot any 
trouble with Japan and consequently 
of the need of volunteers. 


The most absurd stories regarding 


Secretary Taft's mission to 
Russia 


are in circulation. As an example, 
there is published a tale that the sec- 
retary is authorized to arrange for 
the stationing of two Russian array 
corps In the Philippine islands and 
one American corps at Vladivostok 
and that ho already has engaged sev- 
eral Russian officers at high salaries 
for this service. 


Dispatches received here from Tokio 


declare that Japan, on her own initia- 
tive, has marked the graves of the 
Russian soldleis who died while pris- 
oners of war with granite headstones. 
All the newspapers comment favora- 
bly upon this evidence of the friendli- 
ness of Japan.

One of the principal feat- 
ires Is to have them grow evenly, for 
a crooked Christmas tree cannot ze 
given away. Therefore they must be 
tacked reaching up, yet far enough 
apart not to be dwarfed, and this Is 
ho secret of raising the Christmas 
rce. 


A Christmas tree takes five years 


o grow. The woodsman who raises 
hem can count upon going over the 
same strip of land once every live 
cars. 
Until fifteen years ago the balsam 


flr of tho cold northern woods was con- 
sidered the most worthless tree that 
ever grew.

The owner of the yacht looked at 


them carefully and came to the con. 
elusion that they would make ideal 


hristmas trees, much better, in fact, 


than the scrubby, irregular pines that 
were then in use. 
He hired some 


men to load the deck with BOO of them 
and took them to Boston to speculate 
with in the market district. 


The marketmen about Faneuil hall 


fell over themselves in their greed to 
get the new trees, and the yachtman 
sold out his entire stock at an Im- 
mense profit and forthwith Bent 
for 


more. The next year 50,000 were sent 
to tho Boston yachtman, and from 
this time on the success of the fir 
balsam as a Christmas tree proposi- 
tion in both Boston and New York be- 
came assured.

KANSAS 


Communities of Promise 


Have Passed Into 


Oblivion. 


Topoka, Kan., Nov. 28.—On jJie 


early territorial 
maps 
of Kansas, 


along the stage routes which radiate, 
Ike great arteries, from 
Westport 


Landing, many towns are marked as 
in portant centers of human activities, 
for which one looks In vain on the 
maps of today. 


One such spot was the point where 


the old Santa Fo trail crossed Bull 
creek, in Johnson county. This cross- 
ng was from a very early day a fav- 
orite camping place for wagon trains, 
ind as early as 1854 or 1856 some en- 
terprising settlers decided that it was 
a favorite site for a town. They lai'd 
:he foundations for a future city by 
opening a combination grocery store 
and saloon. "Dick" McCamlsh, who 
iad married a Shawnee woman, was 
the leading spirit in this enterprise, 
and later formally laid out a town, 
which he named after himself—Mc- 


lamish. 
Prevloufe to this, however, a post- 


office had been established there an'd 
named Hlbbard, after the postmaster 
;eneral In office at that time. 


The new town was of decided pro- 


slavery proclivities in the days of '56 
and was a favorite resort for those 
;entlemen from across the line who 
felt called upon to help regulate 
the affairs of Kansas territory. Here 
n 1856 were camped some sixteen 
hundred such, all well armed and 
mounted, under command of General 
Reed and 
Colonel 
Doniphan, when 


General James H. Lane put in an ap- 
pearance with an "army" of four hun- 
dred free state men. 


Bloodies* Battl*. 
* 


General Reed's forces occupied the 


ground on the east side of the creek. 
Lane formed his line of battle on the 
west side. Skirmishers were thrown 
out on each side and a few shots ex- 
changed without loss of blood. 
Be 


fore the engagement became general, 
however, the pro-slavery forces were 
ordered to fall back. For some un- 
accountable reason 
a panic ensued 


and the Mlssourlans fled terror-strick- 
en and never 
drew rein until they 


reached Westport, thirty miles away. 


After the retreat oT the Mlssourians 


Lane's men burned Dick McCamlsh's 
house because 
he was with Reed's 


men. This bloodless battle is known 
locally as "The first battle of Bull 
Run." 


On the day of the election held to 


decide the fate of the Lecompton con- 
stitution, 
I/ane's 
men 
surround- 


ed tho building where the election 
was being held, demanded the privi- 
lege of voting. About this time Lieu- 
tenant 
Sumner arrived 
from Fort 


Leavenworth with a company of Unit- 
ed States Infantry, and marching up 
to within fifty yards of Lane's forces 
Lieutenant Sumner halted and asked 
who was in command. '"I am in com- 
mand," replied Lane. "By whose au- 
thority?" 
"By the authority of 
the 


United States." "I, too, am here by 
the authority of the United States," 
repeated Sumner, "to protect these 
polls, and I shall do It." "My author- 
ity is of later date," answered Lane. 
Sumner then marched'his troops, with 
fixed bayonets, 
to 
within twenty 


yards of the free state men, where- 
upon Lane assured him that he was 
not there to create a disturbance and 
inquired: "Who arc you, sir?" Sum- 
ner halted his men and touching his 
cap replied: 
"I am Lieutenant Sum- 


nor, of the United States army; and 
who are you?" "I am General James 


H. Lane." Then the two command- 
ers shook hands. 


Sumned never before had 
seen 


Lane, and after 
shaking hands he 


stepped back In military' style, throe 
steps In succession, to the left and 
passed entirely around Lane, careful- 
ly scrutinizing him from bead to foot. 
All the while Lane stood still, coolly 
awaiting the end of the inspection. 


After a brief consultation Sumner 


and his men started for Leavenworth. 
Lane and his men voted and stayed 
all night to a supper given for them 
by the citizens of the vicinity. 


In 1858 an opposition town to Mc- 


Camlsh was laid out on the opposite 
side of Bull creek and named Lanes- 
field. Lane was given an Interest 'In 
the townslght and in partnership with 
Captain Gordon 
built 
a large two 


story hotel. 


Lanesfleld 
was "abolition," while 


McCamlsh was the pro-slavery head- 
quarters. 
Lanesfleld 
grew 
rapidly 


and soon had, besides the hotel, sev- 
enteen dwelling houses, three stores 
and three churches, and became a 
stage station on the Santa Fe trail. 


During tho war 
McCamlsh and 


Lanosfleld escaped with nothing more 
than an occasional robbery and hold- 
up. After tho war came the railroad 
and the establishment of the town of 
Edgerton, a couple of miles south. 
Then Lanesfield and McCamlsh were 
moved over to tho new town and dis- 
appeared from the map.

Moore's Hill, Ind., Nov. 28.—R. H. 


Callendcr, 22 years old, night opera- 
tor at the Indianapolis and Vincennes 
railroad station at this place, was 
bound hand and foot and left uncon- 
scious last night by masked 
men. 


Early In the evening unknown men 
stoned the station, but fled when City 
Marshal Nelson arrived. 


The town was 
searched, but the 


men could not be found. At 4 o'clock 
this morning, however, Callender was 
found unconscious on the floor of his 
office with his revolver beside him. 
He appeared to have 
been 
sand- 


bagged. 
No money bad been taken 


from the cash 
drawer 
and it 
Is 


thought if the men Intended robbery 
they were frightened away. The sig- 
nal at the station had been turned so 
that the train which was due would 
not stop at the station. 


CLEVER RUSE OF ROBBERS.

After holding up Henry C. Kohl and 
four customers in Kohl's saloon, 867 
East Chicago avenue, three young 
desperadoes forced the victims Into 
the saloon Ice box and turned on a 
phonograph to drown the cries of the 
prisoners. 
While the 
saloonkeeper 


and 
his customers 
were shouting 


themselves hoarse, the musical rob- 
bers chaffed with an unsuspecting po- 
liceman on the street corner and 
gleefully escaped.

erty, our heritage from the Puritan. 


"The Puritan is not dead, for his 


spirit and power are still with us. 
He asks from the state no subsidy for 
the church. He demands, however, 
that it shall conserve the morals of 
the people. 
He has no use for the 


man who seeks to rule for his own 
sake any more than he had for Henry 
VIII. or Charles I. He is demanding 
clean methods In political and busi- 
ness methods and answering his own 


methods peculiarly his own. He has 
recently found a certain kind of busi- 
ness which is doing great harm to the 
body politics and has begun to sweep 
it out of state after state. 


"The world praises him for what 


he did.in the olden times, but it does 
not praise him for what he is doing 
today, for wherever he appears in 
power there arise leagues of men 
whose Interests are linked with ex- 
isting evils, who call him bigot and 
fanatic, but he Is- so used to these 
names that when he hears them he 
knows he Is doing his work well. He 
realizes that the next generation will 
call him angel and saint."

The 
nations are coming to see that their

Rapid 
communication 


and transportation havo. in a meas- 
ure, wiped out national boundaries 
and made the peoples of the earth 
ono people In tho work of promot- 
ing the arts of peace. While prepar- 
ations for war have not ceased, the 
number of causes for actual conflict 
has been reduced by enlarging the 
list for arbitration. 
Here as In 


other spheres, tho economic factor

and add that knowledge which is 
necessary in her profession, the knowl- 
edge which enables her to foretell Im- 
pending catastrophe, the knowledge 
which recognizes tho internal hem- 
orrhage, the knowledge which 
tells 


her to act intelligently in emergency 


sisted on the systematic training of 
nurses and demonstrated the fact that 
love and tact must be founded on tho 
secure rock of genuine knowledge to 
reach the highest 
perfection.

'This is not for you.' And this love 
must be great. 
It must allow the 


nurse to render the most menial-serv- 
ice to the most depraved, the physical 
and moral leper, from whom we would 
turn with a shudder. But this same 
love is present also when the nurse 
puts the new baby in its mother's 
arm, it is the same love that smooths 
the pain-wrinkled brow, the same love, 
whose warm, radiant presence we 
feel as the nurse watches over our 
dear one night and day. And closely 
allied with this love must be tact. 
The nurse who enters our home must 
be tactful, and this includes absolute 
loyalty. May we be spared the gos- 
sipplng nurse, who tells of Jane's 
troubles 
and John's 
shortcomings, 


whose tongue is always wagging, who 
tells her patient that she just loves 
operations, while she pours half tho 
water on the sufferer's neck when of- 
fering a drink. This is the ntirse too, 
who finds the correct temperature for 
baby's bath by the simple but expe- 
dient test: When the baby gets red, 
the bath Is too hot, and, when the 
baby gets blue, why then of course 
the water Is too cold. Nurses, as 
every one else, must show aptitude 
for their profession. 
Love for the 


work and tact will not prevent a pil- 
low from 
slipping from under the 


head, nor will It make the bed or 
tidy the room. 
Cleanliness, both 


moral and physical Is a necessary 
qualification of the nurse. 
Morally 


clean as becomes .a person of such 
high standing, an example to others, 
against whom no breath of suspicion 
must ever become loud. Clean In per- 
son and dress, a cleanliness reflected 
In the sick-room entrusted to her care, 
reflected In the clean white sheets and 
pillow of the sick bed, In the spotless 
gown of the patient and her linen. A 
coffee-spotted gown, Illy kept hair, an 
unclean room means n careless nurse, 
and one may bo suspected of keeping 
but an indifferent watch over the 
ward and trust placed in her care. 


Heroic Work of Wom«n. 


"In the dim past our women have 


stood behind the 
battle line, ax in 


.hand, to cut down the fleeing foe as 
well as the turning coward. In the 
night they would go over the battle 
field seeking husband, or brother, or 
father, binding up their wounds with 
soothing herbs, 
carrying 
them 
in 


strong arms to places of safety and 
retreat. These women were the proto- 
types of our nurses of today. For the 
art of nursing is essentially and qrig- 


sician is always one of cordiality and 
absolute loyalty. To the nurse the 
physician entrusts his patient; from 
her he expects the prompt execution 
of his orders. 
H is no small confi- 


dence the physician reposes in his 
faithful nurse; his professional repu- 
tation and honor, his most valued pos- 
sessions, are oftentimes given in her 
keeping. In her honor I will say that 
I have yet to meet the first trained 
nurse who has betrayed my trust in 
her!

"What would It profit yon If you 


knew every muscle of

human 


frame, If you had not strength to re- 
sist temptation? What would It profit 
you If you knew every herb and min- 
eral ot the Materia Medlca, it you had 
not the herb ot meekness, born of 
lovo sublime for the sick.
